It Is believed th a t a fte r th e w ar la 
over lithographic stone quarried In 
Kentucky may be p u t on th e m a r­ 
ket as cheaply a s the B avarian stone 
which has been the principal source 
of supply for a long time. 
Amal! 
q u an tities of th e K entucky stone have 
been sold already, but the high cost of 
labor in this country an d the difficulty 
of working the stone have kept It out 
of serious com petition w ith th e foreign 
product. 
T he E uropean stone occur* In thin 
layers, which require little but planing 
and 
polishing 
ufter 
being 
rem oved 
from th e quarry. 
T he Am erican stono 
is In beds from three to ten feet thick 
and m ust be sawed into thin lay ers be­ 
fore It Is ready for use. 
The B avarian quarries have been 
worked so long that vast piles of w aste 
have accum ulated th a t roust be moved 
from tim e to time, thus adding to th e 
cost of production. 
T he A m erican 
quarries have found a m arket for th e 
crushed refuse from th eir quarries, 
mid this by-product helps reduce th e 
cost.
